ORDER 


Modification  of  Code  of  Fair  Competition  for  the  Shifbuildinq 

AND    ShIPREPAIRING    INDUSTRY 

An  application  having  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  Shipbuilding 
and  Shiprepairing  Industry  pursuant  to  and  in  full  compliance  with 
Title  I  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act,  approved  June  16, 
1933,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Fair  Competition  for  the 
Shipbuilding  and  Shiprepairing  Industry,  duly  approved  on  July, 
26,  1933,  and  amended  on  October  10,  1933,  for  approval  of  further 
amendments  to  said  Code  of  Fair  Competition  for  the  Shipbuilding 
and  Shiprepairing  Industry;  and  it  appearing  that  said  proposed 
amendments  are  in  accordance  with  the  report,  findings  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  Deputj^  Administrator,  which  report,  findings 
and  recommendations  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  that 
the  proposed  amendments  comply  in  all  respects  with  tlie  pertinent 
provisions  of  Title  I  of  said  Act,  and  that  the  requirements  of  clauses 
(1)  and  (2)  of  sub-section  (a)  of  Section  3  of  Title  I  of  said  Act 
have  been  met; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  on  behalf  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  I,  Hugh  S.  Johnson,  Administrator  for  Industrial  Recovery, 
pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  me  by  Executive  Orders  of  the 
President,  including  Executive  Order  No.  6543-A,  dated  December 
30,  1933,  and  otherwise;  do  hereby  incorporate,  by  reference,  said 
annexed  report  and  do  find  that  said  proposed  amendments  are  in 
accordance  with  said  report,  findings  and  recommendations  of  the 
Deputy  Administrator  and  do  further  find  that  said  proposed  amend- 
ments and  the  Code  as  constituted  after  being  amended  comply  in 
all  respects  with  the  pertinent  provisions  of  Title  I  of  the  National 
Industrial  Recovery  Act  and  will  promote  the  policy  and  purposes 
of  said  Title  of  said  Act,  and  that  the  requirements  of  clauses  (1) 
and  (2)  of  sub-section  (a)  of  Section  3  of  Title  I  of  said  Act  have 
been  met,  and  so  finding  do  hereby  order  that  said  application  be  and 
it  is  hereby  approved  and  that,  effective  five  days  from  the  date 
hereof,  unless  good  cause  to  the  contrary  is  shown  to  me  I  efore  that 
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time,  the  said  Code  of  Fair  Competition  for  the  Shipbuilding  and 
Shiprepairing  Industry  be  and  it  is  hereby  amended  as  follows : 

Part  3,  Paragraph  (a)  is  modified  to  read : 

"  /Shiphuildinr/. — No  employee  on  an  hourly  rate  shall  be  permitted 
to  work  more  than  thirty-six  (36)  hours  per  week.  If  an  employee 
on  an  hourly  rate  works  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  in  any  one 
day,  the  Avage  paid  will  be  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  one  and  one- 
half  (IV2)  times  the  regular  hourly  rate,  but  otherwise  according 
to  the  prevailing  custom  in  each  port,  for  such  time  as  may  be  in 
excess  of  eight  (8)  hours." 

Part  3,  Paragraph  (b)  is  deleted  and  a  new  Paragraph  (b)  is 
added,  as  follows: 

"  /Shiprepairing. — No  employee  on  an  hourly  rate  shall  be  permitted 
to  work  more  than  thirty-six  (36)  hours  per  week  averaged  over  a 
period  of  six  (6)  months,  nor  more  than  forty  (40)  hours  during 
any  one  week.  If  any  employee  on  an  hourly  rate  works  in  excess 
of  eight  (8)  hours  in  any  one  day,  the  wage  paid  will  be  at  the  rate 
of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  (1%)  times  the  regular  hourly 
rate,  but  otherwise  according  to  the  prevailing  custom  in  each  port, 
for  such  time  as  may  be  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours.'" 

Part  4,  Paragraph  (b),  is  modified  to  read  as  follows: 

"  The  amount  of  differences  existing  prior  to  July  1,  1933,  between 
the  wage  rates  paid  various  classes  of  employees  receiving  more  than 
the  established  minimum  wage  shall  not  be  decreased.  In  no  event 
shall  any  employer  pay  an  employee  a  wage  rate  which  will  yield  a 
less  wage  for  a  work  week  of  thirty-six  (36)  hours  than  such  em- 
jDloyee  was  receiving  for  the  same  class  of  work  for  a  forty  (40) 
hour  week  prior  to  July  1,  1933." 

Provided,  however,  that  the  hourly  wage  rates  now  prevailing 
in  private  yards  shall  not  be  reduced  because  of  the  increase  in 
hours,  except  rates  resulting  from  the  application  of  Public  Works 
Administration  Bulletin  No.  51.

EEPORT  TO  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  President, 

The  White  House. 

Sir  :  This  is  a  report  on  the  amendment  to  the  Code  of  Fair  Com- 
petition for  the  Shipbuilding  and  Shiprepairing  Industry  and  on 
the  recommendations  made  thereon  by  the  National  Labor  Board 
to  the  National  Emergency  Council  on  March  22,  1931. 

The  amendment  follows  the  recommendations  of  the  National  La- 
bor Board  which  was  transmitted  by  it  to  the  National  Emergency 
Council  on  March  22,  1934,  and  approved  by  you  on  IMarch  27,  1934. 

The  Deputy  Administrator  in  his  final  report  to  me  on  said  amend- 
ment to  said  Code,  having  found  as  herein  set  forth  and  on  the  basis 
of  all  the  proceedings  in  this  matter  : 

I  find  that: 

(a)  The  amendment  to  said  Code  and  the  Code  as  amended  are 
well  designed  to  promote  the  policies  and  purposes  of  Title  I  of 
the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  including  the  removal  of  ob- 
structions to  the  free  flow  of  interstate  and  foreign  commerce  which 
tend  to  diminish  the  amount  thereof,  and  will  provide  for  the  general 
welfare  by  promoting  the  organization  of  industry  for  the  purpose 
of  cooperative  action  among  trade  groups,  by  inducing  and  maintain- 
ing united  action  of  labor  and  management  under  adequate  govern- 
mental sanction  and  supervision,  by  eliminating  unfair  competitive 
practices,  by  promoting  the  fullest  possible  utilization  of  the  ])resent 
productive  capacity  of  industries,  by  avoiding  undue  restriction  of 
production  (except  as  may  be  temporarily  required),  by  increasing 
the  consumption  of  industrial  and  agricultural  products  through  in- 
creasing purcha,sing  power,  by  reducing  and  relieving  unemployment, 
b}^  improving  standards  of  labor,  and  by  otherwise  rehabilitating 
industry. 

(b)  The  Code  as  amended  complies  in  all  respects  with  the  per- 
tinent provisions  of  said  Title  of  said  Act,  including  without  limi- 
tation subsection  (a)  of  Section  3,  subsection  (a)  of  Section  7  and 
subsection  (b)  of  Section  10  thereof. 

(c)  The  amendment  and  the  Code  as  amended  are  not  designed  to 
•  and  will  not  permit  monopolies  or  monopolistic  practices. 

(d)  The  amendment  and  the  Code  as  amended  are  not  designed  to 
and  will  not  eliminate  or  oppress  small  enterprises  and  will  not 
operate  to  discriminate  against  them. 

(e)  Those  engaged  in  other  steps  of  the  economic  process  have 
not  been  deprived  of  the  right  to  be  heard  prior  to  approval  of 
said  amendment. 

For  these  reasons,  this  amendment  has  been  approved.
